Excavations Prove Truth o1 
Biblical Teaching 


HE skeptics and the scoffers 
have been astoundingly silent 
concerning the reports heralded 
over the world about the excava- 
tion discoveries in the Holy Land. 
These excavations are. being 
undertaken, for the most part, by 
big institutions interested in arch- 
aeology and in the verification of | 
historical and biblical teaching. 


secular newspapers inform us of 
discoveries made in these excava- 
tions, which support the Bible nar- 
rative in practically every detail. 

Three months ago the tombs of 
the kings of Jericho were dis- 
covered and the name of the daugh- 
ter of Pharaoh, who found the in- 
fant Moses in the bullrushes, was 
identified. In fact, Professor John 
Garstang, director of the expedi- 
tion, contends that the date of the 
Exodus from Egypt has been clear- 
ly established. 

Only a few weeks ago excava- 
tions in Tiberias, Palestine, dis- 
closed a beautiful mosaic floor of 
a fourth century church, on which 


was depicted on a. vivid black, red | 


and yellow background, a basket 
containing loaves and fishes. The 
mosaic work, we are told, was so 
perfect that it shows no sign of 
erosion, although buried beneath 
debris for sixteen hundred years. 
In the center of* this church a 
large boulder was discovered which 
is believed to be the stone on which 
Christ stood when He performed 
the miracle of the loaves and fishes 
before an immense multitude:

In that address he recounts the pro- | 
phecies of the ablest financiers and 
economists of which the world 
knows, prophecies uttered by each 
separately and by many jointly— 
and he reminds us that they have 
been “one hundred per cent wrong”. 


The most experienced business 
men were, according to Mr. Moody, 
absolutely certain that at the be- 
ginning of 1929 we were in a “new 
era of prosperity”.

Spiritual Strength Found 
in the Catholic Charch

OME years ago Woodrow Wil- 
son contributed the following

 patignaih to the Sunday School 
| Times, which, we believe, has a 


‘special application to the youth of 
our day: 

“We are constantly debating and 
hearing it debated: How will the 
church get hold of the young peo- 
ple? You cannot answer that ques- 
tion unless you have a philosophy 
| of the matter. And it seems to me 
‘that the inevitable philosophy of 
ithe matter is this: there are only 
a certain number of things -hat 


| ‘impress young persons, only a cer- 


jtain number that impress old ones, 
‘or, for that matter, that impress 
anybody. The things that impress 
‘the young persons and the old are 
convictions and earnestness in ac- 
tion that look like business and a 
certain dignity and simplicity that 
go along with being in earnest. 
When we say, therefore, that the 
way to get young people to the 
church is to make the church in- 
teresting, I am afraid we too often 
mean that the way to do is to make 
it entertaining. If you mean to 
draw young people by entertain- 
ment, you have only one excuse for 
it, and that is to follow up the en- 
tertainment with something that is 
not entertaining, but which grips 
‘the heart like the touch of a hand. 
‘I dare say that there is some ex- 
cuse for alluring persons to a place 
where good will be done them, but 
I think it would be a good deal 
franker not to allure them, I think 
it would be a great deal better 
simply to let them understand that 
that is the place where life is dis- 
pensed, and that if they want life 
they must come to that place.” 
We have had numerous substi- 
tutes of late years for religion and 
religious teaching and for all those 
spiritual agencies that are sup- 
posed to belong in a special way to 
the Christian Church. Even some 
of the Catholic young folks now 
foolishly imagine that the Church 
should reject some of the old-time 
spiritual controls and substitute 
“modern” methods. But do these 
idesires recommend themselves as 
practical and efficient to men and 
women who really know life and 
know what kind of preparation is 
needed to meet its demands suc- 
cessfully? By no means. 

Thoughtful men realize that none 
of these substitutes for the true 
religion have thus far achieved re- 
sults comparable in any way with 
i the inspiring and uplifting in- 
fluence of Christianity upon the 
‘morals of individuals and nations. 
Why, then, cut down the tree which 
has been productive of fruit a hun- 
dredfold for the lasting good of the 
race, in order to make room for 
strange, exotic growths? “By their 
fruits you shall know them;” this 
saying is as true today of religious 
systems as it has ever been 
throughout the history of the race. 
Apply this easy and fair test to 
the many false “reform religions” 
that have been proclaimed from the 
pulpit and platform, on the streets 
and public squares, in universities, 
and by the press. In every case you 
will find that the means suggested 
for leading the higher life and for 
waging the ceaseless battle against 
sin are not the same as those offer- 
ed by the Church of Christ. In the 
hour of fierce combat with the 
forces of evil they will prove pow- 
erless, and the enemy of souls will 
gain an easy victory over those 
who confide in their man-made 
panaceas. 

What then should be the conclu- 
sion of the man who is in earnest 
about the serious business of salva- 
tion, and who wants to lead a life 
worthy of his rational nature? He 
will cast his lot with those who 
have gone before him and who, by

The combined expenditures of these many agencies 
for relief, hospitalization and social service exceeded 
$12,000,000.00. 


New York City has twenty-two general and special 
Catholic hospitals, five hospitals out-patient depart- 
ments, four homes for convalescents, five communities of 
Visiting nurses, two homes for the homeless, seven homes 
for the aged, twenty-five day nurseries, twenty-one child- 
¢earing homes, seven specialized child-caring agencies, 
eleven summer homes for children, nine settlements, 
three correctional homes for girls and women, five immi- 
grant homes and twenty-four residences for working 
girls. 


In the family care division, according to the report, 
£1,329 individuals in 18,105 families were cared for in 
1931. Many were advised in matters of family care, 
mental and physical health and child placement. The 
expenditures in this division amounted to $1,256,067.84. 
The ninety-nine conferences of the Society of St. Vincent 
de Paul and the twenty centres of the Ladies of Charity, 
both composed of lay men and women in the parishes, 
spent more than $250,000 additiona] during the year to 
aid needy families, making a total of more than $1,500,- 
000 spent on this work. 

The report showed that $3,292,629.68, an excess of 
$761,416 over receipts from various sources, were spent 
in 1931 by Catholic hospitals, which belong to the health 
service division. A total of 1,072,653 days of care was 
given by the hospitals, of which 349,204 were free. 


In all, 73,638 persons received free or part-day med- 
feal and nursing care in Catholic hospitals, out-patient 
departments, convalescent homes or in the patients’ 


homes. 


In the child-care division the report disclosed 38,915 
dependent, handicapped or underprivileged children 
were cared for during the year by the seventy-four child- 
caring agencies in the archdiocese. In the day nurseries 
5,312 children were cared for, in the boarding homes 
4,893, and in the child-caring homes 7,867. 

Referring to the success of the Catholic Charity 
campaign the NEW YORK TIMES says editorially: 

“The secret of the success of the Catholic campaigns 
is that everybody gives. The total last year was $1,700.- 
000.00, and the remarkable feature of the campaign was 
not that so much was raised but that ‘hinety-eight per 
cent plus’ came from ‘the 
people.’ 

“This is a worthy example for all giving. Some one 
has remarked that if the contributions of a few thousand 
men and women in this community were to cease, our 
private charities would be unable to function. Here is 
@ne exception at least, and there are a few others. When 
the many give—even those who, though giving least,

There is a remembrance for the 
iving and one for the dead. Every- 
ne is either alive or dead. No one 
s both, no one is neither. Anyone 
who exists must be either one or 
he other, and since both the living 
nd the dead are remembered, 
vervone is remembered. 


Then there is a remembrance of 
he saints and one. of us sinners. 
veryone alive is either a saint or 
sinner, in the sense that everyone 
s either in the state of sanctifying 
rrace or in the state of sin. No 
ne can be both, no-one can be 
heither; so again everyone is re- 
membered. 

But these two prayers refer 
more exactly to the saints in 
eaven and to the wayfarers upon 
arth. In the first we honor the 
saints and pray for their protect- 
ng prayers. In the second we ask 
hat we shall one day come into 
heir company. But again, every 
person is either in Heaven or on 
Barth. (Those in purgatory are 
fure of heaven). So the universal- 
ty of the Sacrifice is again made 
ear.

the Church and all nature. The 
first is concerned entirely with the 
Church. It names the Pope and the 
Bishops and all. who are in the 
household of the faith. The second 
is a remembrance of the goods of 
nature. It is very brief. It says 
that through Christ, God gives us 
all these Thy gifts. It speaks of 
the gifts as though they were pre- 
sent. In past ages it appears that 
certaim fruits of the éarth were 
blessed at this point. If one wished 
to maintain the balance of the 
Canon one could think of it as a 
blessing and remembrance of the 
natural world.) One might see it 
in a contrast to the spiritual king- 
dom of the Church. And the two 
remembrances would then be of 
the Church and the world. 

To sum up, then, we remember 
in the Sacrifice of the Mass the 
Church and the world, the saints 
and the sinners, the living and the 
dead. 

Such a Catholic prayer is a re- 
proach to those Christians who 
come to Mass with only a personal 
desire for private gain. It is a re- 
proach because its Catholicity is in 
such contrast with our individual- 
ism. We are Christians, that is, 
followers of Christ. Christ loved 
all men, died for all men, prays 
for all men. We who are.of His 
household should ‘then, after His 
example, love every person, offer 
the Sacrifice of the Mass for every 
person, and pray for every person 
both on the earth and in purgatory.

LBtate wir Bidg., 
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‘HE most ancient copy of the 
Bible now in existence is the 
Codex Vaticanus, in the Vatican 
‘Library at Rome. It is in Greek, 
and was written about the end of 
the fourth century. The Sinaitic 
Codex, now in St. Petersburg, also 
belongs to this century. The Alex- 
andrian Codex, which was present- 
ed to Charles I, in. 1628, by the 
Greek patriarch, is in the British 
Museum, and is supposed to have 
been written in the fifth century. 
The Codex Ephraemi, or Codex 
Regius, is also ascribed to the fifth 
century; a fragment is in the 
Royal Library at Paris. 

Of the Septuagint version of the 
Bible, made from Hebrew into 
Greek about 280 B. C., the tradi- 
tion is this: Josephus says that 
Ptloemy Philadelphus gave the 
Jews half a million sterling for a 
copy of the Old Testament, and to 
the seventy translators another 
half million for the translation. It 
was in general use in our Savior’s 
time, and the quotations in the 
New Testament are from the Sep- 
tuagint. 

The oldest Latin version (called 
the Italic, and said to have been 
made about the beginning of: the 
second century) was revised, be- 
tween 384 and 405 A. D., by St. 
Jerome, and, as adopted by the 
Church, is called the Vulgate. This 
version was authorized by the 
Council of Trent, in 1546. A criti- 
cal edition was printed, by order 
of Pope Clement VIII, in 1593. 

A MS. paraphrase, in English, of 
the whole Bible is in the Bodleian 
Library, at Oxford, and is dated 
by Usher as 1290. An English ver- 
sion of the Bible was printed in 
1526. The “Douai” edition was 


printed in 1583-1610. The first 
English Bible printed in Ireland 


iwas at Belfast in 1704. The first 


Bible printed in America’ was the 
Bible in Natick or Massachusetts 
Indian, printed in 1663; the first 
German Bible in America was 
printed in 1743; the first in Eng- 
lish in 1782; the first Catholic 
Bible in the United States in 1790. 


The first polyglot Bible was that 
of Origen, commenced at Cesarea 
in A. D. 231, after he had spent 
twenty-eight years in collating 
MSS. The most important poly- 
glot edition of the Bible was that 
of Cardinal Ximines, printed at 
Alcala, Spain, in 1514, and which 
was, in fact, the first complete 


|Bible ever printed. 


The Received Greek Text fol- 
lowed implicitly by Protestants 
was made up in a few weeks by 
Erasmus from very poor manu- 
scripts. Celebrated Greek and 
Latin editions of the Bible were 
those of Aldus, 1518; of Robert 
Stephens (Etienne), 1546; and of 
Elzevir (the “textus receptus,” or 
received text) in 1624. The divi- 
sion of the Bible into chapters is 
variously ascribed to Archbishop 


to Archbishop Langton in the 
thirteenth, and to Cardinal Hugo 
de Sancto Caro about the middle 
of the latter century. The present 
division into verses is said to have 
been introduced by the celebrated 
printer, Robert Stephens (1551- 
1557). 

The first Concordance of the 
Bible was made, in 1247, under the 
direction of Hugo de Sancto Caro, 
who, according to Abbe Lenglet, 
employed as many as five hundred 
monks upon it. Cruden’s (the first 
te ce Concordance was first 
published in 1737, in London.

life hereafter, about the immortal- 
ity of the soul, about the terms of 
salvation? Why should we hearken 
to them when they express them- 
selves on doctrinal matters, and 
much less when they speak on 
moral matters? They have been so 
preoccupied with their business, or 
their secular studies that they have 
never given five minutes serious 
thought to matters spiritual and 
supernatural. 

Is there not another thing which 
we should all have learned from 
the unreliability of men of high 
standing in their particular secular 
fields? Surely we should learn the 
lesson that no one, be he layman 
or clergyman, would be competent 
to guide us safely in the supernatu- 
ral order unless he possessed ere- 
dentials in clear proof of revela- 
tion received from the Almighty, or 
that he is authorized to speak for a 
religious organization expressly 


jfounded and guided and commis- 


sioned by the Almighty to “teach 
the nations”. 

Our private and independent 
Bible interpreters are as unreliable 
as the would-be experts of finance, 
or government, or education, or busi- 
ness. There must be some author- 
ity, clearly commissioned, to prove 
the authenticity and inspiration of 
the Bible, and to reconcile the text 
of the New Testament with teach- 
ings and practices which the Apos- 
tles and their immediate successors, 
during at least the first four cen- 
turies, taught and enjoined. We say 
“during the first four centuries”, 
because during that time the great 
body of Christians, among whose 
number there were millions who 
died martyrs for their faith, were 
not in possession of the-New Testa- 
ment. Its Gospels and Epistles had 
not been brought together under 
one cover, and therefore were not 
available to the people of those 
“ages of faith’. They were taught 
by the Church, which Christ found- 


-ed, with which He promised to re- 


main all days, to which He sent the 

Holy Ghost “to keep it in truth,” 

and to guarantee its security even 
“against the gates of hell’’.

Spain Draws New Re- 
striction Against Church 


MADRID, SPAIN. — Renewed 
trouble between the Church and 
the government looms in Spain 
over 
all religious beliefs to the laws of 
the republic. 


The cabinet expects soon to sub- 
mit to the national assembly a new 
proposal, an amplification of the 
so-called “religious articles” of the 
new constitution. 


The effect of the measure would 
be directed primarily against the 
Catholic church, because about 95 
per cent of the population is esti- 
mated to be Catholic. 

Important points in the projected 
law call for equal recognition of all 
religious creeds before the law, but 
acts of worship must be confined 
within the churches. Outside meet- 
ings or processions must receive 
special government permission 
three days previous to their cele- 
bration. 

The measure would bar state, re- 
gional or provincial government 
subsidies to any religious creed and 
bar religious orders from all politi- 
cal and commercial activities, for- 
bidding them to hold property ex- 
cept that which is absolutely neces- 
sary for living or religious activi- 
ties. All religious groups would be 
forced to submt their financial af- 
fairs to government inspection.

CINCINNATI, OHIO.—Catholic 
relief funds are almost exhausted, 
and those dependent upon them 


will have to look to public agencies 
'to bear a greater part of the relief

NEW YORK CITY.—The dan- 
gers and economic problems aris- 
ing from a declining birthrate and 


the possibility of future population 
decreases, the tremendous increase 


the United States and other prob 
lems related to population were dis- | 
cussed by sociologists and econo 
mists at the first annual meetine 
of the Population Association o° 
America. 

Dr. O. E. Baker, senior agricul! 
tural economist for the Unite 
States Department of Agriculture 
declared that in the absence of a 
notable increase in immigration 
and the reversal of the downward 
trend of the birthrate, which is 
very unlikely, it appeared likely 
that the United States might have 
a stationary population at the end 
of about twenty-five years, which 
would be followed by a decline. 


“The significance of this pros- 
pect of a stationary and later de- 
clining population, unless the re- 
strictions on immigration: are re- 
laxed, can scarcely be overestimat- 
ed,” said Dr. Baker. “It affects the 
future of every industry and of 
agriculture perhaps above all oth- 
ers, because a man’s capacity for 
food is strictly limited, whereas for 
many other things the only limit is 
his pocketbook.” 


Primarily, the cause of the con- 
dition, Dr. Baker said, was the de- 
clining birth rate, and he presented 
figures to show that the number of 
children per 1,000 women of child- 
bearing age was scarcely sufficient 
today to maintain permanently the 
present population of the United 
States. 

Discussing the possible effect on 
the standard of living of a declin- 
ing population, Dr. Baker asserted 
that there were indications that the 
standard of living not only might 
not rise but might not even be 
maintained. 


Spain Acts To Retain 
Her Art Treasures 


MADRID.—Stringent penalties, 
designed to bring out of hiding 
millions of dollars’ worth of art and 
antique. objects now concealed by 
the owners, are being ce::sidered by 
the Republican Government. 

One of che first acts of the repub- 
lic was to declare its. control of 
Spain’s artistic wealth, reckoned as 
second only to Italy’s. The govern- 
ment is now completing a code of 
laws to provide for the protection 
of the nations’ artistic treasures. 
This code will coordinate a senes 
of provisional degrees which have 
forbidden the sale or exportation of 
art objects and antiques. These de- 
crees also specified 1,100 historic 
showplaces, principally old castles, 
cathedrals and palaces, that the 
State will maintain and protect. 

The Catholic church and some 
aristocrats who have lost their 
money are the principal owners of 
the property covered by the new 
code. The republic, according to Ri- 
eardo Domingo de Qrueta, director 
of the fme arts department of the 
Ministry of Education. does not in- 
tend to confiscate legitimately own- 
ed art or antiques, but only to 
guarantee their preservation for 
Spain. 

Such famous. sites as the cathe- 
drals of Toledo, Seville, Bureos and 
Cordoba are included in the list of 
so-called national monuments. 
These and other old churches and 
convents contain valuable jewel 
collections and paintings by such 
artists as El Greco, Murillo, Velas- 
quez, Rubens and Rivera.

Origin Of.the Oath 
De Valera Would Reject 


LONDON, ENGL.—Experts of 
London papers have been delving 
in the British Museum for the eri- 
gin of the oath to the sovereign of 
Great Britain which Eamon de Val- 
era of the Irish Free State would 
repudiate. 

It has, at least, been discovered 
that for centuries the oath was a 
long and searching profession of 
faith, designed, by its declaration, 
among other things, to denounce 
the Mass and the invocation of 
saints as idolatrous and supersti- 
tious. 

Such appears to have been its in- 
tent when it was inaugurated by 
Henry VIII in 1535. And so it re- 
mained until 1829, when the elec- 
tion of Dan‘e! O’Connnell for Clare 
led to the passage of the Catholic 
Emancipation act which provided a 
special oath for Catholics, from 
which the disabling terms were 
omitted. 

“As Catholics had been excluded 
by the terms of the oath, so were 
the Jews. The disqualification in 


the case of the Jews was the de-. 
claration ‘Upon the true faith of a! 


Christian,’ says the London paper. ' 

“In 1868 all the old oaths were! 
abolished. Their terms were com- | 
pressed into the following brief | 
declaration: 

“*] —— do swear that I will be/ 
faithful and bear true allegiance to | 
Her Majesty Queen Victoria, her 
heirs and successors, agcording to 
law. So help me God.’ 

“This is the oath that has since 
been taken (with the alteration of 
the name of the reign.ng sovereign) 
by Commons and Lords. 

“Bradlaugh, as an avowed athe- 
ist, refused to confirm the declara- 
tion of his alelgiance by the words 
‘So help me God.’ The House de- 
cided by resolution that he was not 
entitled to affirm; and when he in- 
timated that as there was no other 
course open to him he was prepared 
to take the oath, the House de- 
clared by resolution that as a per- 
son of no religious belief he could 
neither swear nor affirm.

The Democrate are not 
So sure of it.” Assertions of this 
kind on the part of the Reverend 
gentleman deserve commendation 
for their frankness. There can ex- 
ist no doubt as what part the edi- 
torial council has chosen to es- 
pouse in the coming campaign, 


Despite this open declaration 
our curiosity has been aroused, not 
relative to the political significance 
of the doctor’s prediction, but rather 
to the interrelation that he seems 
to sense between the Declaration 
of Independence and the so-called 
Athanasian creed. Somehow the 
editor of the Northwestern Chris- 
tian Advocate, Dr. Brummitt, en- 
dorses militant Protestantism as 
evidenced by Luther, Knox, et alii, 
including even Saint John the 
Baptist and Christ himself. Not 
being members of the Methodist 
Episcopal church we may not be 
able to understand, what possibly 
should be taken for granted. 


The Athanasian creed, popularly 
attributed. to Athanasius, Bishop 
of Alexandria, during almost the 
entire middle portion of the fourth 
century, is a compact and clear 
statement of two fundamental doc- 
trines of the Christian faith: belief 
in the trinity of persons in God, 
as well as in the dual nature of the 
one divine person, Jesus Christ. 
Possibly the doctor, even as others, 
dislikes the damnatory pronounce- 
ments in the creed. “This is the 
Catholic Faith, which except a 
man believe faithfully and firmly, 
he cannot be saved.” Notwith- 
standing the taste of any person 
in this matter, the Athanasian 
creed is most certainly the “credal 
equivalent” of Christ’s dictum: “He 
that believeth not shall be 
damned.” 

In what manner the Athanasian 
creed runs counter to the Declara- 
tion of Independence must proba- 
bly bé left largely to -eonjecture. 
This document, enumerating cer- 
tain inalienable rights of man, 1s 
in every way just as dogmatic in 
its pronouncements, as is_ the 
Athanasian creed. The Declara- 
tion leaves no room for argument, 
Man has certain rights to life, 
liberty, happiness. Tyranny is de- 
nounced in principle and in fact. 
Grievances of a free people against 
a tyrannical ruler are succinctly 
set forth. Appeal is made to the 
Supreme Judge of the world for 
rectitude of intention. How can a 
relationship be established between 
these claims and the creed? In- 
deed both the creed and the de- 
elaration may be adopted without 
conflict in conscience, 

Or does the editor entertain 
definite misgivings as to the pos- 
sible probity of hic council’s atti- 
tude in the present decision? Has 
the text of Romans, X, vs. 2 and 
8, subconsciously entered into his 
mind: “For I bear them witness, 
that they have a zeal for God, but 
not according to knowledge. [or 
they, not knowing the justice of 
God, and seeking to establish their 
own, have not submitted themselves 
to the justice of God.” Even 
Saint Matthew, whom the editor 
himself quotes, reminds us further 
that he who would use the sword 
will perish by the sword. Who 
would deny, that Christ, surround- 
ed by political, religious, social in- 
trigue and corruption, maintained 
an attitude of instruction and ex- 
ample, but not of interference. In 
the presence of his accusers, Christ 
held his peace. Neither Jesus nor 
his emissaries preached the things 
of this world, but rather those of 
a spiritual kingdom. Saint Paul 
is explicit in reminding his follow- 
ers that theirs is a battle not 
against the powers of this earth, 
but rather against the invisible 
forees of principalities and powers. 
Thus would it seem to behoove the 
religious press to preach the things 
of God, in order through them to 
reach the hearts of all men, so 
that they might be enlightened 
with regard to the things that will 
lead men, even if they be politic- 
ians, to their eternal destiny.

Paulist Choristers as 
Will Give Concert 
In Federal Capital 


Washington.—The international- 
ily famous Paulist Choir of New 
| York, conducted by the Rev. Wil- 
liam J. Finn, C. S. P., will give a 
concert here on Tuesday evening, 
_May 10, under the auspices of the 
District of Columbia George Wash- 
ington Bicentennial Commission. 


This announcement has been 
made by Dr. George C. Havenner, 
‘executive vice-president of the Dis- 
itrict of Columbia George Wash- 
ington Bicentennial Commission, 
upon receipt of an acceptance by 
the choir of the invitation extended 
by the Commission. 


The Paulist concert will be the 
second offering in the local George 
Washington Commission’s Bicen- 
tennial Music Week program, 
which will open in Constitution 
Hall on Monday evening, May 9, 
when the Philadelphia Harmonica 


Madame Schumann-Heinck as the 
soloist. 


The organization and develop- 
‘ment of this boys’ choir has been 
‘the life work of Father Finn. In 
‘June, 1904, a body of boys and mén 
'was organized in Chicago with a 
twofold purpose: first, of provid- 
‘ing an ideal choir for the local 
'Paulist church, and, second, of de- 
iveloping a choral unit which would 
‘impress definite standards of. spiri- 
tual artistry upon the musicianship 


of America. 


Father Finn’s church in Chicago 
was in an unaristocratic part of the 
city and his early difficulties were 
many and great. The first activi- 
ties of the organization were re- 
warded with meagre acclaim, a 
suspicion of the futility of assign- 
ing difficult soprano parts to boys 
instead of to women being quite 
general. However, the sight of 
failure staring him in the face only 
‘stimulated Father Finn to greater ( 
effort and he succeeded in spite of 
difficulties in getting together a 
fair sort of organization and in 
giving a concert, 

This concert called forth favor- 
able comment from the press and 
‘public. The result was that Father 
Finn’s choir began to acquire fame. 
Thus Father Finn got his start, and 
‘out of early struggles developed a 
'choir which has appeared in every 
large city in America and most of 
the capitals of Europe. 
| In 1918, Father Finn was trans- 
ferred to New York, and at that 
‘time took with him a good part of 


‘the boys choir which he organized 


; 


‘In Chicago. A special school was 
‘organized by the Paulist Fathers 


; 


for the boys of the Choir,

With 
Frank “Ace” Imbor ready to drop 
back, Bob Shearon, diminutive 
quarter-back for Central, signalled 
for a forward pass. Grasping the 
semingly elusive oval with his 
mighty hand, Ace gave the ball a 
ride with the wind from the general 
direction of his own goal, until it 
rode far over half the field, land- 
ing into the eagerly expected hands 
of Carl Gies, who without retarda- 
tion in his running, headed onward 
and over the enemies’ goal line for 
a touchdown. According to the op- 
ponents’ coach, it was the longest 
and most perfect pass which he had 
ever seen executed anywhere. No 
one versed in football can under- 
estimate such a statement made by 
Coach Seeglitz. No one who at- 
tended that particular game will 
ever forget the thrill that held the 
spectators spellbound, as the little 
sphere sailed on and on until it 
reached its well timed destination. 


During this game Imbor was 
continuously guarded by two men, 
and he played perhaps his very 
best game, until he ran into a 
snarl of human beings, which nec- 
essitated his being removed from 
the field, which he did, escorted by 
his very foes, who were loud in 
their praise of his remarkable exe- 
eution as well as his valiant spirit.

III.—That the teaching staff have 
the preparation and experience re- 
quired of the personnel teaching in 
the official schools.
